Popovich states that the most 
important indication of this fs in 
China, where the “leading Im- 
perialist powers, with the United 
States, had neither the political 
power nor the courage to carry 
on a_ policy of open interven- 
tion." 

The successes achieved by 
other Communist movements in 
the Far Enst, he adds, “prove 
that the Imperialist powers are 
on the defensive in spite of at- 
tacking here and there.” 

M. Popovich also claims to 
discern a “bitter struggle’ going 
on between American and Brl- 
lish capitalists within the ap- 
parently united Anglo-American 
bloc.—Keuter.
